Greateft heat of the day is commonly between one and 3 r. M. and in 179a was. 54. 76 

Greateft cold is commonly about funrifing, and in 1792 was 41 

Mean heat of year at 2 obfervations (nearly equal to mean at funfetting) 47. 

Here the mean temperature is deduced from the mean of the hotteft and coldeft time of the day, for 
one year, viz. 1792 ; which agrees tolerably with that deduced from the mean of 4 obfervations per 
day : But which mews that the temperature ought to be ftated lower than 47 . 945 and will probably 
educe it to 47 . 50 or 47°. 60. '

Nairne ana Gilbert in London, and agreed well with each other, and were fufpended in the '/hade in 
:he open air, <-n the north fide of a houfe in the main ftrcet in Salein, about 6 or 7 feet from the eround .
